Furstm an and charges Jensen with 
keeping his cow barn in an Unsani­ 
tary condition. Jensen has employed 
the services 
of 
Attorney William 
Wolfe, and when arraigned in court 
last Monday he demanded a 
Jury 
trial. A jury will be drawn Monday 
morning. 
The w arrant was sworn out 
by 
Dr. Furstm an after a trip of inspec­ 
tion at which time samples of the 
Jensen dairy milk were taken 
for 
analysis and, according to Dr. F u rst­ 
man, after several warnings. 
The 
last time Dr. Furstm an visited the 
Jensen dairy he took a photograph­ 
er with 
him 
and several pictures 
were taken to show the condition 
of the barn and the milk cows. The 
photographs exhibited by the health 
department show several cows cov­ 
ered with filth and will be intro­ 
duced as evidence at the trial Mon­ 
day. 
“The departm ent regrets that 
It 
is compelled to go to the courts 
to 
insure pure milk to the consumers 
of La Crosse,’’ 
said 
Dr. Furstm an 
today, “and it would not do so 
lf 
the milk dealers would show a rea­ 
sonable am ount of willingness 
to 
co-oerate 
with the health 
depart­ 
ment. 
We felt, however, that 
the 
food of babies Is too im portant 
a 
m atter to allow our attitude to 
be 
influenced 
by the 
complaints 
of 
dealers. The health of a baby de­ 
pends on its food and milk is the 
most important 
food of 
the baby. 
The baby’s food will not be contam ­ 
inated by filth if we can help it. It 
is just as easy to keep the dairy in 
a sanitary condition 
as 
otherwise, 
and it is to the best interests of the 
deaers to keep them that way.” 
Dr. Furstm an hastened to 
add: 
“The large 
m ajority of 
the milk 
dealers and dairy owners are more 
than willing 
to 
conform 
to 
the 
rules of sanitation and 
do 
every­ 
thing they can to assist us in our 
work and for those 
men 
I 
have 
nothing but praise. 
“ It has come to my ears that a 
milk dealer recently made the state­ 
ment, 
‘We will drive that 
health 
department doctor out of the city if 
he persists in hutting into our 
af­ 
fairs,’ and for this man of course 
I have no praise. 
Mr. Jensen declares that he 
re­ 
cently bought 
the dairy 
and 
has 
been unable because of insufficient 
time to complete his intended 
im­ 
provements. He 
asserts 
that 
the 
samples of mik taken by the health 
commissioner were taken before the 
milk was strained and that he al­ 
ways strained the milk before de­ 
livering it. 
Judging from

attended court at the time Jensen

To be balanced is

piece at the left. 
The bark is cut 
across at the high waist line and the 
upi>er portion is drawn in with little 
lathers while the lower is plain and 
apped on to the side form. not merely 
seamed to it for lapped effects continue 
to tx- exceedingly smart. 
Over the 
seam that joins the full upper with 
the plain lower portion is arranged a 
little trimming of tubing that is most 
effective, and the single note of con­ 
trast is found in a very' handsome collar 
of ratine lace in a shade of champagne 
that is really lovely on the blue.
